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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that " the conformal oxide 
layer 25 produced using the method disclosed in Lyons (5,970,362) would not have rounded corners because Lyons disclose where the 
conformal oxide layer 25 and the insulating fill 24 are the same material". Also, applicant argues that the rounded conformal oxide liner 
corners are the result of an etch differial between the conformal oxide liner and the trench dielectric is not disclosed or inherent to Lyons 
disclosure. 

First the applicant discloses wherein the conformal oxide layer and insulating fill are the same material (see page 10, (ine 5 - page 1 1 , 
line 25). Secondly, the etch differential to form the rounded conformal oxide liner corner is inherent to Lyons disclosure, because Lyons 
(column 5, lines 5-13) discloses forming the conformal liner and the trench dielectric in the same manner as disclosed by applicant (page 
10, lines 5-1 1 and page 1 1 , lines 1 2-20). Therefore, one of ordinary skill using the disclosure of Lyons will inherently get the same etch 
differential and rounded corners as applicant. 
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
